Annual  Report. 


'T'HE  Board  of  Management  herewith  present  their  Report 
and  the  Accounts  of  the  Hospital  for  the  year  ended 
31st  December,  1940. 

The  Hospital  has  lost  through  death  during  the  past  year 
the  Acting-Chairman,  Mr.  C.  I.  Brand,  J.P.,  and  the  Senior 
Vice-President,  Dr.  C.  H.  J.  Watson.  Mr.  Brand  was  elected 
to  the  Board  of  Management  in  1932  and  was  appointed  Vice- 
Chairman  and  Chairman  of  the  House  Committee  in  1938.  At 
the  outbreak  of  the  war  Mr.  Brand,  who,  since  his  election  to 
the  Board  had  always  taken  keen  interest  in  the  welfare  of 
the  Hospital,  took  a  leading  part  in  the  arrangements  that 
were  necessary  to  establish  the  Hospital  on  a  war-time  basis, 
and  on  the  departure  of  the  Chairman  of  the  Hospital  on 
Active  Service,  he  became  Acting-Chairman.  The  Board 
record  their  deep  sense  of  the  loss  which  both  they  and  the 
Hospital  have  suffered  by  his  death. 

Dr.  C.  H.  J.  Watson's  association  with  the  Hospital 
extended  over  a  long  period.  He  was  a  Visiting  Physician 
from  1907  to  1929  and  from  then  until  his  death  he  was  an 
Honorary  Consulting  Physician  and  Vice-President. 

Mr.  Harrie  Stacey,  J.P.,  recently  retired  and  the  Board 
desire  to  place  on  record  their  deep  appreciation  of  his  long 
and  active  association  with  the  Hospital  since  1912.  Mr. 
Stacey  was  Chairman  of  the  House  Committee  until  1938, 
and  in  recognition  of  his  past  services  the  Annual  Meeting 
will  be  asked  to  appoint  him  a  Vice-President. 

On  Mr.  Brand's  death,  Mr.  W.  W.  Paine,  a  former 
Chairman,  was  asked  by  the  Board  to  undertake  the  duties 
of  Acting-Chairman  during  Mr.  Braithwaite's  absence  on  his 
military  duties  and  Mr.  Norman  M.  Walker  was  elected  a 
Vice-Chairman. 

During  the  past  year  the  Hospital  has  continued  to 
maintain  its  full  service  to  residents  in  its  area  and  to  those 
who  have  come  to  live  amongst  us  by  reason  of  war  conditions. 
In  fact,  the  whole  peace-time  complement  of  90  beds  has 
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been  available  for  them  throughout  the  year  and  in  addition 
the  Hospital  has  been  called  upon  to  attend  to  injuries  to 
Sendee  and  Civilian  patients  as  a  direct  result  of  the  war.

Subscriptions  totalling  £2,346  12s.  4d.,  are  less  compared 
with  1939  by  £119  Is.  lid.,  due  in  part  to  the  death  or 
removal  of  some  of  our  largest  subscribers.  In  these  times  it 
is  very  difficult  to  replace  them  but  our  continuing  subscribers, 
whether  for  small  or  large  amounts,  have  it  in  their  power, 
without  any  extra  cost  to  themselves  to  increase  very  largely 
the  value  of  their  subscriptions  to  the  Hospital  by  subscribing 
under  a  Deed  of  Covenant.  We  are  informed  by  the  Central 
Bureau  of  Hospital  Information  that  this  Covenant,  which  in 
any  case  is  determined  by  the  death  of  the  subscriber,  can  now 
be  entered  into  either  for  a  period  of  seven  years  or  for  the 
duration  of  the  war,  whichever  is  the  shorter  period,  and  a 
form  of  this  Covenant  is  enclosed.  By  this  means  an  actual 
payment  of  £1  Is.  becomes,  through  the  recovery  of  Tax  by 
the  Hospital,  at  the  rate  now  proposed,  the  equivalent  of 
£2  2s.  If  only  two-thirds  of  the  Annual  Subscribers  in 
1940  of  £1  Is.  and  upwards  who  have  not  already  done  so 
would  enter  into  these  Covenants  (as  stated  above,  at  no 
additional  expense  to  themselves)  the  subscriptions  would 
be  increased  by  £927  in  the  hands  of  the  Hospital,  thus 
greatly  helping  its  beneficent  work  through  a  very  difficult 
time.  Will  every  Subscriber  please  give  careful  thought  to 
helping  us  in  this  way  by  signing  and  returning  the  form  of 
Covenant? 

The  Contributions  through  the  Working  Men's  Fund 
during  the  year  were  well  maintained  and  totalled 
£4,131  12s.  6d.  This  is  indeed  a  worthy  effort  and  the  Board 
realise  the  difficulties  imposed  upon  Collectors  and  others  by 
present  conditions  and  war  obligations.  The  Board  desire  to 
express  their  appreciation  of  the  services  rendered  to  the 
Hospital  by  the  Branch  Secretaries,  Officers  and  Collectors  of 
the  Fund  during  what  has  been  a  very  strenuous  year. 

Alexandra  Rose  Day  was  held  on  25th  June,  and  a  sum 
of  £503  was  collected  for  the  Hospital  and  the  thanks  of  the 
Board  are  due  to  all  who  assisted  in  making  this  record  collec¬ 
tion  possible. 

The  thanks  of  the  Board  are  due  to  our  President,  Sir 
Jeremiah  Colman,  Bt.,  for  his  deep  interest  in  the  Hospital 
at  all  times  and  for  his  Special  Donation  of  £100  towards  the 
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Air  Raid  Precaution  expenses  borne  by  the  Hospital  and  for 
opening  his  grounds  to  visitors  for  the  benefit  of  the  Hospital. 
They  offer  their  best  wishes  for  his  complete  recovery  from  his 
recent  illness. 

During  the  year  nine  candidates  from  the  Hospital  have 
passed  the  Preliminary  State  Examination  of  the  General 
Nursing  Council  of  England  and  Wales  and  eight  have  passed 
the  Final  Examination,  becoming  State  Registered  Nurses. 
Matron  and  her  Teaching  Staff  are  to  be  congratulated  upon 
the  high  standard  of  success  which  has  been  maintained 
during  the  past  year. 

The  Board  of  Management  desire  to  place  on  record  their 
sincere  appreciation  of  the  services  rendered  to  the  Hospital 
during  tne  past  year  by  the  Medical,  Nursing  and  Lay  Staffs 
of  the  Hospital  and  in  doing  so  they  realise  the  added 
responsibility  and  difficulties  placed  upon  them  under  war-time 
conditions.  A  special  word  of  recognition  of  his  excellent 
work  is  due  to  the  Secretary  also,  upon  whom  war-conditions 
have  imposed  many  new  burdens.  The  Board  also  express 
their  thanks  to  the  Ladies’  Committee,  the  Clergy,  Ministers 
of  Religion  and  to  all  who  have  so  generously  given  voluntary 
service  to  the  Hospital  as  Nurses,  Stretcher-Bearers,  Tele¬ 
phone  Operators  and  Clerical  Assistants;  also  to  those  who 
have  made  gifts  of  food,  clothing  or  linen,  and  to  assure  them 
all  that  their  services  and  gifts  are  deeply  appreciated. 

The  members  of  the  Board  retiring  by  rotation  are: — 
Mr.  K.  B.  Stoddart  and  Lt.-Col.  Dudley  Lewis,  both  of  whom 
offer  themselves  for  re-election.  The  Governors  are  asked  to 
confirm  the  appointment  of  Mr.  R.  Edwin  Me  Alpine  and  Mr. 
Rex  Vernon  as  members  of  the  Board  of  Management. 

Ihe  Auditors,  Messrs.  Alfred  Simmons  and  Co.,  offer 
themselves  for  re-appointment.
